ALL  ARE  AGREED 

ON  WAR  QUESTION 


Leader  of  Opposition  Criticises 
Commandeering  of  Wheat 
and  Is  Answered  by  Premier 
—Mission  to  England. 


OTTAWA,  Jan.  17.— The  debate  on  the 
address  In  reply  to  the  speech  from 
the  throne  WM  commenced  this  even- 
ing tn  Um  Common*. 

Speeches  by  the  mover  and  the  sec- 
onder (Dr.  Alfred  Thompson.  Yukon,  and 
Dr.  E.  Paquette.  L'Islet),  Hlr  Robert 
.Borden,  Sir  Wilfrid  Laurier  and  Dr. 
Michael  Clark  filled  In  the  day.  The 
adjournment  was  moved  by  Hon.  T. 
Chase  Caagraln. 
— A  remarkable  faatura 
day  of  the  debate  was  that  neither  the 
Prime  Minister  nor  the  leader  of  the 
Opposition  made  any  reference  to  tb* 
only  legislation  mentioned  In  the 
speech  from  the  throne,  the  bill  to  ex- 
tend for  one  year  the  duration  of  the 
life  of  Parliament.  rractlcally  the 
whole  of  the  speeches  of  both  leadere 
were  devoted  to  the  war.  They  agreed 
that  it  must  be  prosecuted  to  the  end 
with  the  whole  ardor  ami  •resources  of 
the  Canadian  people. 

Sir  Wilfrid  Laurier  Indulged  in  a 
warm  criticism  of  the  Nationalists  of 
Quebec,  and  their  attitude  toward  the 
war.  lie  also  expressed  the  view  that 
certain  neutral  nations  might  have 
causa  to  regret  their  suplneness  In  deal- 
ing with  the  situation  created  by  the 
war.  Sir  Wilfrid  was  disposed  to 
criticize  the  action  of  the  Government 
In  recently  commandeering  wheat  re- 
quired by  the  Allies. 

Premier   Defends   Action 

Sir  Robert  Borden  defended  the  ac- 
tion Of  the  Government,  and  remarked 
that  Sir  Wilfrid  had  not  made  any 
charges  In  regard  to  the  matter.  The 
Premier .  dealt  at  some  length  on  hie 
mission  to  England  and  his  visit  to  the 
front  last  Summer.  Ha  told  of  what 
had  been  accomplished  la  the  way  of 
securing  transports  to  carry  CanndTsn 
supplies,  spoke  of  the  splendid  hero- 
ism of  the  Canadians  In  France,  and 
paid  tribute  to  the  united  and  determin- 
ed spirit  of  the  French  and  British  peo- 
ple and  their  determination  to  win.  He 
stated  that  there  would  be  no  conscrip- 
tion in  Canada. 

Dr.  Clark,  in  the  course  of  his  speech, 
-egret ted  that  the  farmers  are  still 
without  an  open  market  for  their  wheat. 
Referring  to  the  proposal  to  extend  the 
life  of  Parliament,  Dr.  Clark  aald  that 
tno  Governmennt  had  a  different  atti- 
tude of  mind  last  Spring.  The  Opposi- 
tion, he  said,  would  support  the  war 
measure*,  but  reserved  the  right  to 
constructive  criticism. 

A  number  of  interesting  motions  and 
propoeed  resolutions  appear  on  the  or- 
der paper  of  the  House  today  for  the 
first  time.  F.  S.  Glass,  East  Middle- 
sex, will  propose  a  resolution  declaring 
that  It  is  the  duty  of  the  Government 
to  give  more  consideration  to  the  pro- 
duction of  flax  In  Canada  as  well  as  td 
the  manufacture  of  linen  therefrom. 

Hon.  Rodolphu  Leraleux  gives  notice 
of  the  following  proposed  resolution: 
"That  this  House  recognises  the  neces- 
sity for  Immediate  national  action  to 
cope  with  new  and  complex  conditions 
:■  rising  after  the  war,  and  emphasises 
the  urgent  need  for  the  establishment 
of  national  labor  bureaus." 

Hon.  Charles  Murphy  Introduced  tho 
•  luestlon  of  liquor  prohibition  by  asking 
til*  following  question  of  the  Govern- 
ment: "Is  it  the  intention  of  the  Gov- 
ernment to  introduce  during  the  present 
session  of  Parliament  legislation  re- 
«trleUng  or  prohibiting  the  manufac- 
ture or  sale  of  liquor  during  the  war?" 

Mr,  Murphy  returned  again  to  the 
question  of  the  submarines  purchased 
by  Sir  Richard  McBride  by  asking  when 
they  will  be  equipped  with  torpedoes. 


MAY    COMMANDEER    SHIPS

IiONDON,  Jan.  18. — The  requisition* 
lug  of  steamers  for  Government  service 
la  keenly  discussed  in  the  newspapers 
today.  It  Is  said  that  many  brokers  are 
of  the  opinion  that  the  Government  In- 
tends gradually  to  requisition  the  whole 
of  the  mercantile  marine,  but  The  Times 
asserts  that  there  Iw  no  ground  for 
this  belief. 

The  Times,  however,  suggests  a  com- 
prehensive scheme  to  put  this  into  effect. 
The  scheme  provides  that  the  Govern- 
ment shall  commandeer  all  ships,  pay- 
ing the  owners  as  hire  a  certain  per- 
centage of  their  original  cost.  Profit* 
above  this  rate  Of  hire  would  go  parti  y 
t*  the  owners  and  partly  to  establish  a 
fund  which,  after  the  war,  would  tt* 
loaned  to  owners  without  Interest  for 
the  purpos*  of  now  ship  construction. 

Neutral  shipping  under  the  plan 
would  be  permitted  to  trade  wltb  Great 
Britain  and  her  oelenlas  only  on  the 
same  term*  as  BritlaU  ship*.  If  neutral 
countries  are  unwilling  to  consent  to 
this  arrangement,  "they  cannot  expect 
the  seme  treatment  a*  British  ships 
after   the  war."  says  Tb*  Times,

General  Sarrall  Said  to  Have 
Been  Placed  in  Full  Control 
at  Salonica— Numbers  of 
Enemy  Troops. 


LONDON*,  Jan.  17.— General  Sarrall, 
commander  of  the  French  forces  at 
Salonica,  la  said  by  Router's  correspond- 
ent at '  that  point  to  have  taken  over 
supreme  command  of  the  Allied  troops, 
bringing  the  British  expedition  under 
bl*  control.  General  Sarrall  i*  the 
senior  officer  to  General  Mahon,  the 
British   commander. 


PARIS,  Jan.  17.— The  Salonica  corre- 
spondent of  The  Gtornuld  d'ltalia,  says 
a  dispatch  to  The  Temps  from  Milan, 
declares  that  information  reaching 
headquarter*  of  tb*  Entente  Allies  at 
Salonica  is  that  hostile  forces  number- 
ing about  320,000  are  distributed  be- 
tween Monastir  and  the  extreme  right 
wing  of  the  Entente  armies,  that  250,- 
000  appear  to  be  massed  for  attack 
against  the  Entente's  left  wing  and  cen- 
tre, and  that  on  the  right  are  18,000 
Turks,  30,000  Bulgarians  and  11,000  Ger- 
mans. 

Tending   on   Oorfu 

LONDON,  Jan.  Is.— Not  a  single 
transport  wa*  used  In  the  surprise 
landing  of  the  French  on  the  Island  of 
Corfu.  Every  man,  gun,  mule,  horse, 
round  of  ammunition  and  pound  of  for- 
age embarked  on  French  cruisers, 
which,  convoyed  by  a  flotilla  of  de- 
stroyers, left  an  unnamed  port  on  Jan- 
uary  >. 

Hi  earning  at  19  knot*,  they  sighted 
Corfu  on  Monday  night.  With  lights 
out,  they  crept  up  the  narrow  channel 
between  Corfu  and  the  mainland,  which 
had  been  infested  by  hostile  subma- 
rines, and  entered  Corfu  harbor  at  2 
o'clock  in  the  morning.

OTTAWA,  Jan.  17. — Sir  Sam  Hughes/

LONDON.  Jan.  17.— The  proceedings 
In  committee  in  the  House  of  Commons 
today  resulted  in  no  modification  of  the 
military  service  bill.  Tb*  Government 
strongly  resisted  an  attempt  to  Include 
married   men   In   the   scope   of   the   bill. 

The  most  important  amendment 
sought  to  include  Ireland.  This  also 
was  negatived  after  a  not  very  exciting 
debate,  in  which  John  Redmond,  leader 
of  the  Irish  Nationalists,  eloquently  ap- 
posled  to  the  Houso  not  to  endanger 
Ireland's  loyalty,  displayed  in  her  splen- 
did recruiting  campaign,  by  an  attempt 
to  employ  force. 

The  only  amendment  accepted  wa*  one 
providing  that  men  married  before  No- 
vember 2,  the  day  Premier  Asquith 
gave  his  pledge,  should  be  regarded 
under  the  bill  as  married  men.  An 
amendment  that  the  bill  should  not  ap- 
ply to  single  men  over  the  age  of  SO 
years  was  defeated. 

Premier  Asquith  wa*  again  in  com- 
munication with  the  Labor  Party  to- 
night with  a  view  to  arriving  at  an 
agreement  upon  amendment*  which 
would  be  acceptable  both  to  the  Gov- 
ernment and  to  the  Laboritee,  provid- 
ing safeguards  against  the  bill  being 
utilised  for  industrial  compulsion. 
Question  of  Ireland 

The  motion  to  provide  for.  the  in- 
clusion of  Ireland  in  the  provisions  of 
the  bill  wa*  mad*  by  James  Chambers, 
of  the  Southern  Division  of  Belfast, 
supported  by  James  Craig',  of  the  East-, 
em  Division  of  Down.  Both  urged  that 
the  stigma  placed  on  their  countrymen 
by  the  terms  of  the  bill  be  removed. 
They  appealed  to  John  Redmond,  leader 
of  the  Irish  Nationalists,  to  attempt  to 
induce  hi*  followers  to  support  a  bill 
covering  Ireland. 

Mr.  A.  "Sonar  Law,  Secretary  for  the 
Colonies,  in  charge  of  the  bill,  ex- 
pressed the  belief  that  any  attempt  at 
force  would  result  in  losing  more  than 
was  gained.        • 

Sir  Edward  Carson  advised  Mr.  Cham- 
ber*, In  view  of  Mr.  Bonar  Law's 
speech,  not  to  press  his  amendment, 
which,  he  said,  would  merely  delay  the 
bill. 

Mr.  Redmond  said  the  simple  fact  wa* 
that  conscription  In  Ireland  would  be 
unworkable  and  impossible.  Mr.  Red- 
mond said  recruiting  in  Ireland  had  been 
most  satisfactory,  and  in  the  towns, 
even  amaslng. 

Small  Band  la  Opposition 

*  LONDON.  Jan.  17.— There  were  thro* 
days  of  debate  on  the  compulsion  bill 
In  prospect  when  the  measure,  which 
has  entered  upon  the  committee  stage, 
was  taken  up  today,  and  there  were 
signs  of  a  temporary  slackening  of  In- 
terest. Many  amendments  of  a  hostile 
nature  emanating  from  the  faction  led 
by  Sir  John  Simon,  had  been  placed  on 
the  order  paper,  but  none  except  those 
proposed  by  the  government  In  fulfil- 
ment of  Premier  Asquith'*  pledge  to 
the  trades  unionists,  has  any  prospect 
of  being  Incorporated  in  the  bill. 

The  small  an  tl-compu  talon  band 
showed  Itself  still  Intent  upon  mani- 
festing opposition  to  tb*  measure,  de- 
spite It*  crushing  defeat  in  the  recent 
division,  and  the  signs  throughout  the 
country  that  Labor  wa*  not  disposed 
to  accept  without  protest  what  some  of 
tha  resolutions  passed  term  the  "mis- 
representation of  the  attitude  of  Labor 
toward  cenecrtptlon."

HOLD  ALBANIA 


Allies  Regard  Situation  There 
as  Much  Improved  by  Action 
of  Italy— Advantage  of  Oc- 
cupying Corfu. 


OTTAWA,  Jan.  17.— A  statement  of 
the  shell  business  that  baa  bean  trans- 
acted in  Canada  la  behalf  of  the  British 
Government  since  the  outbreak  Of  the 
war  shows  that  there  have  bean  orders 
given  to  Canada  for  u.800.too  shells. 
and  that  ever  8,000.000  shell*  out  of 
that  number  have  already  gone  forward 
to  Britain. 

Tha  cost  of  ail  tha  component  parts 
required  In  the  manufacturing  of  the 
total  orders  for  shells,  Including  the 
machinery  end  assembling,  1*  estimated 
at  lasi.OOO.OOO.  In  addition  there  have 
boon  orders  from  the  War  Of  flee  for 
cartridge  cases,  primers,  forging*,  etc., 
amounting  to  930,0*0,000,  making  a  to- 
tal slightly  exceeding  1300.000.000.  The 
actual  shipments  of  ammunition  that 
have  gone  forward  to  Britain  from  the 
factories  Of  Canada  have  amounted  to 
3.000,000  "fixed"  and  0,000,000  "unfixed 
shells.  This  total  output  of  3,000,000 
shells  out  of  33,800,000  contracted  for 
represents  an  actual  expenditure  up  to 
the  end  of  last  year  of  935.000,000. 

The  latest  available  figure*  also  show 
that  there  are  some  433  plants  engaged 
in  filling  contracts  at  the  present  time  I 
under    the    direction    of    the    Imperial 
Munitions*  Board.  . 

The  different  kinds  of  shells  that  are 
being  manufactured  for  the  British 
Government  in  this  country  are  de- 
scribed as  follows:  15-pounder  shrap- 
nel, empty;  10-pounder  shrapnel,  empty: 
18-pounder  shrapnel,  fixed;  18-pounder 
high  explosive,  empty;  18-pounder  high 
explosive,  fixed;,  4.6  howltser,  empty;

The  first  period  was  devoted  to  the  re- 
moval of  Winter  stores  end  superflu- 
ities. During  the  next  period  every- 
thing was  removed  except  the  actual 
food  and  munitions  needed  for  the  final 
two  nights,  during  which  tb*  troops 
embarked  with  guns  and  animals. 

On  the  last  night  picked  men  held  the 
first  line  trenches,  one  man  to  seven 
yards  of  the  front,  and  they  remained 
until  word  came  that  all  was  clear  on 
the  beach.

Statement  Is  Made  by  German 
News  Agency  That  They 
Have  Landed  at  Phaleron, 
Five  Miles  From  Capital, 


BERLIN,  Jan.  17. — The  Berlin  news- 
papers, according  to  the  Overseas  Newa 
Agency,  express  the  belief  that  the 
landing  of  Allied  troops  at  Phaleron, 
five  milea  southweat  of  Athens,  is  con- 
sidered her*  a*  supplying  proof  that 
the  Entsnte  Powers  intend  using  ex- 
tr*m*v  mean*  to  fere*  the  hand  of 
Greece. 

The  news  agency  statement  continues: 

"Berlin  newspapers,  commenting  on 
the  latest  news  regarding  Greece,  unite 
in  stating  that  the  Entente  nation* 
seem  to  have  abandoned  all  regard  for 
Greek  neutrality  and  -sovereignty.  The 
landing  at  Phaleron  is  regarded  as 
proof  that  the  Entente  is  now  going  to 
use  extreme  measures  for  forcing 
Greece. 

"The  fact  that  the  British  are  block- 
ading the  Greek  eoaat  tightly,  and  are 
subjecting  Greece  to  other  Inconven- 
ience*, I*  interpreted  by  the  newspapers 
as  meaning  that  the  Entente  1*  foment- 
ing and  preparing  for  the  overthrow  of 
the  Greek  Government  In  order  to  sub- 
stitute a  republic  with  Venlselos  at  Its 
head.  Gratitude  1*  unanimously  ex- 
pressed by  the  newspapers  that  the  en- 
tire army  and  the  majority  of  the 
Greek  population  are  on  the  king's 
sld*  and  will  frustrate  all  attempts 
against  the  country's  sovereignty  and 
the  King's  life. 

"The  Zeltung  am  Mlttag  declares  that 
the  Entente  intends  the  assassination 
of  a  country  which  refused  to  commit 
suicide." 


ATROCITIES  IN  BELGIUM 


LONDON,  Jan.  18. — Report*  received 
this  morning  from  German  sources 
state  that  the  Allies  have  landed  forces 
at  the  Planus  besides  those  embarked 
at  Phaleron.  The  Salonica  correspon- 
dent of  The  Daily  Mall  says  the  Allies 
are  continuing  to  land  troops  at  Or- 
fnno,  80  mile*  to  the  northeast  of 
Salonica.

In  giving  the  news,  however,  th* 
press  generally  explains  that  th*  event 
was  not  unexpected  as  a  consequence

GENEVA.  Jon.  17.— Thirty  Armenian 
refugees,  some  of  them  formerly 
wealthy,  have  arrived  here  by  way  of 
Egypt  and  Italy,  and  others  aro  to  fol- 
low them. 

The  Armenians  say  met  It  wa*  sole- 
ly owing  to  the  energetic  action  of  the" 
American  consul  at  Aleppo,  who  adopt- 
ed a  strong  attitude  with  the  Turkish 
authorities,  that  thousands  of  Armeni- 
ans at  Aleppo  end  In  the  surrounding 
regions  were  saved.  They  assert  that 
German  consul,  Herr  Roessler,  took  no 
action   to   stay   the  Turks. 


LONDON,  Jan.  17.— Beset  on  the 
north,  east  and  west  by  Austro- Hun- 
garian armies,  and  with  all  lines  of  re- 
treat cut  oft,  except  into  Albania,  where 
hostile  tribesmen  must  b*  faced, 
Mpntenegro  has  asked  Austria-Hungary 
for  peace,  and  her  request  has  been 
granted.  The  unconditional  laying 
down  of  arms  by  Montenegro  wss  mad* 
the  basis  of  the  opening  of  peso* 
negotiations,  and  Montenegro  accepted 
th***  terms  imposed  by  th*  Dual  Mou- 
archy. 

This  announcement  was  made  to  tha 
Hungarian  Parliament  by  Premier 
Tissa,  and  It  met  with  an  ovation  on 
the  part  of  the  members  of  the  Cham- 
ber. Thus  comes  the  first  withdrawal 
of  any  belligerent  from  either  of  tho 
alliances  that  have  been  fighting  with 
each  other  since  August,  1014. 

It  had  been  conceded  for  day*  that 
the  situation  of  Montenegro  was  a 
critical  one,  though  the  army  of  the  it 1 1 1  •» 
kingdom  fought  valiantly  against  thu 
Austro-Hungartans,  with  lack  of  guns, 
It  has  been  stated,  and  a  shortage  of 
commissariat  supplies,  holding  back  tha 
armies  that  had  la  conjunction  with 
their  allies  succeeded  In  crushing 
Serbia. 

Already  the  Montenegrin  capital  ami 
many  of  the  Important  town*  had  fallen 
into  the  hands  of  tha  Austro-Hungar-

Last  accounts  had  the  Montenegrin 
Government  at  Scutari.  The  whore- 
about*  of  King  Nicholas  is  not  known. 

The  British  and  Russians  In  thu 
Mesopotamia  and  Caucasus  regions, 
respectively,  are  pressing  the  ,  Turkn 
hard.  THO  army  of  King  George,  com- 
ing northward  from  th*  Persian  Gulf  to 
th*  relief  of  the  British  forces  at  Kut- 
nl-Amara,  has  driven  the  Ottoman*  tn 
within  six  miles  of  tho  beleeguered 
1  town  on  the  Tigris.

STORMS  IN  CALIFORNIA 

Bxcesslve  Rains  and  High  Winds  Work 

Destruction  la  Various   Farts 

of  state 


LOS  ANGELES.  Cal.  Jan.  17.— Nearly 
every  stream,  and  river  in  Southern 
California  was  Hooded  tonight  as  the 
result  of  rain,  which  has  been  falling 
almost  continually  since  Saturday 
night.  Residents  were  marooned  at 
many  places,  street  car  and  .railroad 
traffic  demoralized  and  numerous  acci- 
dents resulted.  The  weather  bureau 
predicted  today  that  the  rain  would  con- 
tinue   tonight  and    tomorrow. 

At  many  points  the  streams  had 
broken  from  their  banks,  washing  away 
bridges  and  railroad  tracks  and  dam- 
aging thousands  of  acres  of  cultivated 
lands.  Unless  the  rain  stops  tonight, 
much  more  serious  damage  Is  threat- 
ened. 

BAKERSFIELD.       Cal.,       Jan.       17 

Sweeping  with  the  violence  of  a  tor- 
nado, a  northwest  gale  blow  for  three 
hours  in  the  Midway  oil  district,  start- 
ing at  0  o'clock  thla  morning,  destroy- 
ing property  esttmated  at  $250,000. 
More  than  400  derricks  were  blown 
down  and  a  number  ef  engine  houses  in 
the  oil  fields  were  wrecked.  The  dam- 
age was  greatest  In  the.  North  Midway 
and  McKlttrlck  districts,  where  more 
than  250  derricks  wore  destroyed.  Tho 
San  Franclsco-McKlttrlck  boiler  house 
was  wrecked  In  an  explosion  when  a 
crown  block  went  crashing  through  the 
immense  boiler.  The  Associated  Oil 
Company  lost  64  out  of  84  oil  derricks.

BUSY  ARCHANGEL 


The  Trad*  and  Commerce  Department 
baa  received  an  interesting  description 
Of  the  development  of  the  Russian  port 
of  Archangel,  which  la  now  the  only 
Russian  port  In  Europe  which  has  direct 
sea  communication  with  the  outside 
world.  The  sea  Is  kept  open  by  -  Ice- 
breakers, two  of  which  went  from  Can- 
ada to  the  assistance  of  the  beleaguered 
Russians. 

Archangel  Is  now  a  city  of  40.000  in- 
habitants, and  the  construction  of 
transportation  facilities  la  being  rushed. 
Two  years  sgo  it  had  only  three  piers: 
today  It  has  'thirty-five.  During  the 
past  year  103  huge  warehouses  have 
sprung  up,  but  so  groat  Is  the  sea-borne 
trade  that  these  are  far  from  sufficient 
and  ships  have  to  He  for  weeks  In  the 
stream  before  they  can  unload.  The 
chief  drawback  is  lee,  and  If  It  had  not 
been  for  thla.  Archangel,  with  its  70 
miles  of  waterfront,  would  have  been 
one  of  the  finest  ports  In  the  world. 

But  there  la  a  great  system  of  inland 
waterways  connecting  Archangel  with 
all  of  tb*  Interior  of  Rusala,  and  It  Is 
possible  to  ship  goods  in  Summer  by 
water  to  nearly  every  town  in  the  coun- 
try. The  barges  and  river  boats  carry 
up  to  3,000  tons  each.  There  has  been 
a  tremendous  congestion  of  cotton  at 
Archangel. 

At  Kola,  in  Lapland,  a  port  is  being 
developed.  A  railway  to  it  will  be  con- 
structed by  next  month,  and  the  value 
of  that  port  Is  that  the  Gulf  Stream 
has  enough  effect  to  keep  it  open  all 
the  year  round.  With  this  railway  in 
operation,  the  whole  of  Rusala  and 
Siberia  will  be  linked  together.

TURKS  RETREAT 


General  Aylmer's  Force  Makes 
Headway  in  Effort  to  Relieve 
Troops  Besieged  by  Enemy 
at  Kut-el-Amara, 


LONDON',  Jan.  17.  —  Announcement 
waa  made  In  the  Uouae  of  Commons 
today  that  the  Turkish  forces  in  Meso- 
potamia between  General  Aylmer's 
forces  and  Kut-el-Amara  have  fallen 
back  to  within  six  miles  of  Kut-el- 
Amara. 

The  announcement  was  made  by  lit. 
Hon.  J.  Austen  Chamberlain,  secretary 
for  India,  who  aaid  the  Turks  had  re- 
treated as  the  result  of  another  British 
victory.  The  Turkish  positions  at 
Waddl,  he  said,  were  carried  on  Satur- 
day by   the  British. 

LONDON,'  Jan.  10.  —  TJie  British, 
forces  which  occupied  positions  on 
banks  of  the  river  Tigris  at  a  point 
25  miles  south  of  Kut-El-Amara,  In 
Mesopotamia,  are  retreating,  according 
to  an  announcement  made  today  by 
the    official    press    bureau. 

The  War  Office  states  that  after  hard 
fighting  the  Turks  began  to  withdraw 
on  January  13  and  14,  and  that  they 
are  being  closely  pressed  -by  British 
troops  unde'r  command  of  General  Ayl- 
mer. 

The  Turks  In  retreat  along  the  Tigris 
nre  those  who  have  been  holding  back 
the  British  column  proceeding  to  the 
relief  of  the  British  force  at  Kut-el- 
Amara,  which  is  commanded  by  Gen- 
eral Townshend.  The  text  of  the  state- 
ment  follows: 

"After  their  defeat  on  January  8-9, 
the  Turkish  forces  opposing  General 
Aylmer  retired  to  a  position  across  the 
Tigris  at  Orahe,  25  miles  down  stream 
from   Kut-el-Amara. 

"General  Aylmer  attacked  the  posi- 
tion on  January  13,  hard  fighting  con- 
tinuing until  nightfall.. 

"During  the  days  of  January  13  and 
14,  the  enemy  began  to  retire  and  is 
being  closely  pressed  on  the  east  and 
north   by  tho  British   forces." 


LONDON'.  Jan.  17.— It  Is  declared 
here  unofficially  that  the  cheque  stubg 
seised  among  the  papers  of  Captain 
Ftans.von  Papen.  the  recalled  military 
attache  of  the  German  embassy  to  the 
United  States,  show  that  tb«  cheque 
for  1700  paid  to  Warner  Horn  waa 
dated  before  Horn  made  his  attempt 
on  the  C.P.r'.  bridge  at  ranceboro, 
Maine. 

The  Chronicle,  in  an  editorial  on  the 
von  Papen  cheque  book  disclosure,  aaya: 

"It  is  fair  to  assume  that  the  evi- 
dence is  only  a  very  small  sample  cf 
the  whole  which  came  Into  our  hands 
at  Falmouth.  The  wonder  is  that  a 
professional  plotter  like  von  Papen  let 
us  find  any  at  alL  Sueh  as  it  la.  it  ia 
sensational  enough.  Here  ia  a  diplo- 
matic official  accredited  to  a  neutral 
country  and  enjoying  diplomatic  priv- 
ileges, who  uses  these  privileges  as  a 
screen  behind  which  he  not  only  organ- 
izes espionage  and  promotes  breaches 
of  neutrality  at  the  expense  of  belliger- 
ents, but  suborns  dynamite  outrages  at 
the  expense  of  the  neutral  country  it- 
self. 

It  must  be  remembeied  that  tbeae 
disclosures  are  not  bolts  from  the  blue, 
but  decisive  corroborations  of  a  pre- 
sumption which  had  grown  overwhelm- 
ing as  to  the  existence  of  German  plots 
in  the  United  states  to  commit  out- 
rages by  arson  and  dynamite.  It  was 
certain  that  the  threads  which  seemed 
to  connect  them  with  the  German  em- 
toimsy  as  the  j  orf-entrtea-  centre  wars 
numerous,  and  Americans  had  plenty 
of  time  to  appreciate  the  novel  develop- 
ment of  the  functions  of  accredited 
diplomatists.  But  in  spite  of  thla,  or 
rather  for  this  very  reason,  direct  evi- 
dence like  that  of  von  Papen's  banking 
documents  deserves  to  make  a  great 
impression.  It  tears  off  the  last  mask, 
so  far  as  the  ex-military  attache  is 
concerned,  and  convicts  him  by  power 
of  his  own  papers." 

SUBMARINE  DESTROYED 


■tory    Told   by   Crew   Of 
of     Incident     In 
Greek 


PROVIDENCE,  R.  I,  Jan.  17.— The 
Fabre  liner  Roma,  which  docked  at  the 
state  pier  yesterday,  had  an  Interest- 
ing experience  In  the  Mediterranean 
Sea  on  her  last  trip  out  of  Providence, 
when  the  crew  of  a  Greek  ship,  which 
had  been  torpedoed  was  rescued  and 
taken  to  Lisbon. 

The  Roma  came  upon  the  crew  shortly 
after  the  Greek  ship  had  been  sunk 
and  rescued  the  men,  who  were  strug- 
gling in  the  water.  Shortly  after  the 
rescue,  and  while  the  Roma  was  leav- 
ing the  scene,  the  submarine  that  had 
probably  torpedoed  the  Greek  ship 
came  to  the  surface  of  the  ocean  some 
distance  away. 

Quickly  a  torpedo  was  sent  from  a 
hovering  torpedo  boat,  presumably  an 
Entente  craft,  at  the  submarine,  and 
found  its  mark.  Before  the  Roma  was 
out  of  sight  the  rescued  Greek  sailors 
saw  the  submarine  that  brought  de- 
struction to  their  ship  destroyed  in 
the   waters   of   the   Mediterranean. 

Captain  Combernous,  when  asked  con- 
cerning tho  incident,'  would  not  dis- 
cuss it.  He  would  not  divulge  the 
name  of  the  Greek  vessel,  or  tell  to 
what  nation  the  torpedo  boat  belonged.

Difficulties  May  Arise  From 
Britain's -Proposal  to  Pre- 
vent Goods  From  Passing 
Through  Neutral  Countries, 


ON  ITALIAN  FRONT 


WASHINGTON.  Jan.  17.— Plans  of 
the  Kntente  Allies  to-  doclare  a  formal 
blockade  «*"  German  ports,  It  was 
learned  tonight,  nave  been  the  subject 
of  exchanges  between  diplomatic  repre- 
sentative* of  the  Allies  here,  and  in  an 
Informal  way.  between  the  diplomats 
and  officials  of  the  State  Department. 

According  to  Information  here,  the 
programme  contemplates  a  virtual  ex- 
tension of  the  blockade  to  the  Euro- 
pean nautrals  by  rigid  application  of  the 
"ultimate  destination"  doctrine,  and  de- 
lay In  putting  the  plans  into  effect  is 
attributed  entirely  to  reluctance  on  the 
part  of  France,  and  possibly  Italy,  to 
accept  the  British  view  of  the  rights 
of  a  belligerent  in  this  respect. 

The  subject  has  been  approached  here 
with  great  caution,  and.  It  was  said, 
with  a  thorough  appreciation  of  the 
probability  of  an  outbreak  of  anti-Brit- 
ish feeling  in  Congress.  An  effort  is 
being  made  by  the  diplomats  to  deter- 
mine the  strength  of  American  feeling 
on  this  subject 

Application  of  the  blockade  to  neu- 
trals, for  which  the  IMtlsb  contend  the 
United  States  established  a  precedent  In 
the  civil  war,  is  fully  expected  to  re- 
sult in  supplementing  the  opposition  of 
the  United  States  by  the  very  bitter 
protests  of  Holland,  Denmark,  Sweden, 
and  possibly  Norway. 

Except  for  this  feature,  them  might 
be  little  objection  to  the  substitution  of 
a  real  blockade  for  what  are  regarded 
here  as  the  wholly  illegal  orders-ln- 
council. 

At    present,    the    Allies    are    stopping 

all  commerce  with  me  Teutonic  rowers 

directly  by  these  orders-in-councll.  One 
of  the  Interested  diplomatic  representa- 
tives pointed  out  today  that  the  promul- 
gation of  a  blockade  really  would  not 
very  greatly  change  existing  condition* 
so  far  as  the  admission  of  American 
goods  into  the  Teutonic  countries  Is 
concerned. 

A  substantial  difficulty,  however, 
would  be  the  claim  of  a  belligerent 
which  seized  an  American  ship  or  cargo 
to  the  right  to  confiscate  If  she  sought 
to  run  the  .blockade.  Instead  of  merely 
detaining  her  and  paying  for  her  cargo 
taken. 

France  is  said  to  object  to  the  Brit- 
ish view  of  the  right  to  blockade  a  neu- 
tral port,  realising  tlmt  In  the  future 
France  might  be  cut  off  from  the  rljrht 
to  Import  goods  from  the  United  States 
through  the  adjacent  countries.  Bel- 
gium, Spain  or' Italy.  The  British  con- 
tention, however,  Is  that  such  neutral 
ports  as  Rotterdam.  In  Holland,  an'1 
Mai  mo,  in  Sweden,  to  all  Intents  and 
purposes  are  German  ports  during  the 
war.  and  only  by  closing  them  to  Ger- 
man commerce  could  the  Allies'  plan  of 
starving  out  Germany  and  Austria  be 
made  effective. 

These  views  have  finally  prevailed 
among  the  Olles,  It  Is  said,  and  to 
Great  Britain  will  fall  the  task  of  en- 
forcing the  blockade  In  the  North  Sea 
and  to  France  and  Italy  in  the  Mediter- 
ranean.

Kor  two  years  or  more,  it  has  been 
the  confident  expectation  of  well-in- 
formed people  that  Ilrltlah  Columbia's 
mlnlns  Interests  would  shortly  enter 
upon  a  period  of  unusual  activity.  Some 
slsns  of  this  were  apparent  to  even 
raaual  observers,  and  those  who  know 
what  was  being  accompllahed  could 
Sive  many  cogent  reasons  for  the  faith 
that  was  In  them.  Perhaps  among  the 
Public  men  of  the  Province,  none  felt 
more  confident  on  this  score  than  Sir 
Richard  McBrlde.  and  he  very  fre- 
quently so  expressed  himself.  The 
prosperity  of  the  Rossland  and  Boun- 
dary districts,  the  sreat  development 
at  Anyox  and  Britannia  Beaeh  seemed 
to  him  to  contain  the  promise  of  far- 
sreater   thing.,   to  come. 

There  is  no  lonser  any  reason  for 
doubtlns  the  mining  possibilities  of  the 
Province.  Fuller  exploration,  better 
means  of  transportation,  improved  meth- 
ods of  treatment  have  removed  a  great 
many  of  the  doubts  entertained  by 
timid  people,  who  were  misled  by  the 
Phrases  of  ethers  as  ignorant  as  them- 
selves, and  could  cite  Innumerable 
pseudo-sclentlflc  reasons  for  holding  an 
unfavorable  view  of  the  potential  min- 
eral wealth  of  the  Province.  Then  there 
sre  those  who  deoelveo  themselves  into 
thinking  that  the  erase  In  mining  stocks 
of  fifteen  or  sixteen  years  ago,  and  the 
collapse  of  a  lot  of  mintn*  companies 
were  a  demonstration  of  the  lack  of  any 
real  basis  for  Wllef  in  the  future  of 
th*>  mining  industry.  The  events  of 
more  recent  years  have  shown  this- 
Pessimism  to  be  without  warrant. 

Mlnli*   is  a   matter  of   business,   not 
one  of  theory.     It  is  a  business  In  which 
small  margins  determine  policies.     The 
most   eloquent  dissertations     upon     the 
future  of   the  industiy  will  not  stimu- 
late Investment,   while   the  balances  are 
on  the  wrong  side  of  the  ledger.     For- 
tunately, at   this  time    when  every  one 
realises    the   desirability   of  a   new    de- 
parture In  minlns.  British  Columbia  has 
at  the  head  of  the  Mines  Department  a 
gentleman,    the    breadth    of    whose    ex- 
perience   and    whose    conspicuous    per- 
sonal success  afford  every  guarantee  of 
ability.      VYe   do   not   think   It   an   exag- 
geration  to  say   that   if  the  opinion  of 
all    the   mining  men   In   British  Colum- 
bia could   be   taken,   It   would   be  unani- 
mously In  favor  of  Mr.  Lome  A.  Camp- 
bell  as   Minister  of   Mines.

layers    of    soil      Into      adjacent    valleys 
away   from   the  canal. 

The  dredges  at  Culebra  are  now 
handling  nearly  1,000,000  cubic  yards 
per  month,  at  a  cost  of  less  than  30 
cents  per  cubic  yard.  Here  the  alldes 
are  coming  from  both  sides  of  the  cut. 
and  on  the  east  side  the  material  is 
breaking  up  Into  waves,  which  move 
down  to  the  prism  in  succession.

Sir, — Your  correspondent,   Wm.   Arden 
(issue  of  Jan.  14)  puts  his  Anger  on  the 
weak    spots    in    connection    with,  sheep- 
keeping    on    Vancouver    Island.      In    26 
years    of    stock-raising    I     have    never 
dared  to  go  in  for  sheep,  for  the  reason 
that  I  have  seen  my  neighbors  suffering 
heavy     losses,     on     the     prairies    from 
coyotes,  and  here  from  panthers.     Now, 
everybody    knows    that    the    panther    is 
very    easy    to    deal    with,   and    the    only 
requisite    Is    a    good    dog   or    two.      But 
trained  dogs  are  scarce,  and  my  sugges- 
tion   Is   that   a   Government   hunter   and 
trapper     ahould     be     appointed,     whose 
business   It   should    be   to  keep  a   small 
pack  and  be  ready  to  take  It  out  on  re- 
ceipt  of  a   message   that  a  panther  has 
appeared     near     any     settlement.       The 
farmers  would  Join  In  the  hunt  and  the 
delinquent    would    soon    be   rounded    up. 
The   trapper  would   be   paid  a  retaining 
salary,  and   the  Government  would  keep 
the  bounties,  a  considerable  saving.     If 
this  Idea  meets  any  support.*^  petition 
will    be    got    up,    to    He    in   Victoria    for 
signatures. 

As  regards  the  shooting  of  sheep  by

But  there  will  never  be  a  decent 
wool  market  unless  more  care  Is  taken 
with  the  fleeces.

A  few  days  ago  It  was  thought  that 
the  present  system  of  billeting  soldiers 
in  the  Interior  would  be  abolished  and 
that  those  affected  would  have  the  op- 
portunity of  joining  their  respective 
units   immediately. 

This  appears  to  be  further  than  ever 
away  from  realisation,  according  to  a 
Merrttt  paper,  which  says: 

"Dr.  O.  H.  Tuttlll,  to  whom  was  en- 
trusted the  matter  of  conducting  the 
correspondence  relating  to  the  estab- 
lishment of  a  military  billeting  camp 
in  Merrltt,  has  received  a  letter  from 
MaJ.  Wolfenden  authorising  the  estab- 
lishment of  a  camp  here. 

"Only  overseas  fit  men  can  be  taken 
on,  and  the  rate  of  subsistence  is  75 
cents  per  day  for  married  men  and  50 
cents  for  single  men.  This  Is  for  board 
and  lodging  and  married  men  get  no 
married  allowance.  The  department 
furnishes  nothing  In  the  shape  of  fuel, 
blankets,  etc. 

Men  are  paid  Si  per  day,  and  10  I 
cents  per  day  field  allowance.  A  ser-  ( 
geant  will  be  sent  to  drill  the  men.  and 
they  must  undergo  the  same  training  as 
In  the  large  camps.  They  will  not  be 
moved  until  about  the  let  of  March. 
Uniforms  will  ho  sent  from  time  to 
time  as  needed.

Well,  we  took  him  out  at  the 
double,  although  he  was  In  pain;  but 
his  and  our  lives  were  In  the  balance. 
Two  more  shells  followed  us  up  as  we 
neared  the  dressing  station.  Quite  a 
bit  of  shrapnel  came  over,  and  the  fel- 
low at  the  other  end  of  the  stretcher 
was  hit  by  a  piece,  but  not  hurt  We 
were  all  lucky  to  come  out  so  good.  I 
never  felt  better  In  my  life.,  l  would 
not  .  have  missed  that  experience  for 
worBda;  that  alone  would  he  worth 
everything  I  have  had  to  put  up  with. 
We  also  had  .the  satisfaction  that 
we  aaved  his  life.  That  is  the  closest 
shave  I've  had  yet;  but,  after  all.  It's  a 
risk  hundreds  are  taking  every  day,  and 
I  am  perfectly  willing  to  take  my  share. 
I  have  perfect  confidence  that  I  shall 
come  ant  all  right,  so  please  don't 
worry  about  me.

Sam- 
ples of  this  rich  ore  assay  1410 ,  per 
ton.  Messrs.  Conneley  and  Stlcox  are 
greatly  elated  over  their  strike  and 
believe  it  Is  the  biggest  thing  encoun- 
tered In  this  part  of  British  Columbia. 

The  Celtic  Chief  1b  said  to  have  shown 
splendid  values  at  the  surface  and  In 
all  of  the  prospecting  work  that  has 
been  done  rich  ore  has  been  encounter- 
ed.

NEW  STAMP  CONFUSING

Sastern  post  office  officials  and  per- 
sons in  charge  of  large  moil  order  de- 
partment* are  raising  many  complaint* 
about  the  three-cent  Canadian  postage 
stamp  introduced  several  days  ago  to 
Include  In  one  stamp  tba  regular  post- 
age due*  and  the  one-cent  war  tax. 
The  complaint  la  that  tho  new  stamp 
la  no  confusing  that  many  delays,  both 
In  shipping  offices  and  In  the  post  office, 
result. 

Persons  who  handle  a  large  quantity 
of  mall  a  day  aay  the  trouble  with  the 
new  stamp  is  that  they  are  of  the  same 
color  and  pattern  as  tho  two-cent 
stamps  and  the  figure  "2"  instead  of 
**l"  appears  in  bold  type  at  the  lower 
corners,  the  only  distinction  being  a 
more  or  leas  undecipherable  "1"  in  tba 
middle  of  th*  stamp. 

"There  will  probably  be  more  confu- 
sion when  they  come  into  general  use," 
one  of  the  Ottawa  post  office  officials  la 
quoted  as  saying.  "In  the  smaller  com- 
munities especially  the  confusion  la 
jpr©st_£r»  bfrdttme  the  Ttuftisrer  oc  leiiera 
passing  through  th*  clerks*  band*  is  In- 
sufficient to  train  them  to  detect  tha 
difference." 

As  yet  there  have  been  no  complaints 
In  Victoria  about  the  now  stamp,  but 
Eastern  business  communities  are 
criticising  tho  post  office  department 
for  having  mad*  an  lasu*  of  three-cent 
stamps  so  nearly  like  the  two-cent 
ones.  It  has  been  suggested  that  a 
larger  figure  "1"  be  used  or  that  th* 
figure  "S"  be  stamped  prominently  on 
the  stamp. 

One  official  boa  pointed  out  that  since 
the  extra  one-oent  war  tnx  was  intro- 
duced some  persons  have  bean  using  the 
old  three-cent  stamp,  used  about  twenty 
years  ago.  These  have  bean  mistaken 
for  the  regular  two-cent  stamp  and  let- 
ters bearing  them  have  been  forwarded 
to  th*  dead  letter  office  for  more  post- 
age.

The  annual  Loan  By-law,  the  meas- 
ure which  each  year  Is  the  first  to  re- 
eel  ve  tho  attention  of  Incoming  Coun- 
cils, was  put  through  its  various 
stages  at  last  night's  meeting  of  tho 
Council.  it  provided  for  borrowing 
f  ToO.000  from  the  Bank  of  British  North 
America,  secured  by  tho  annual  tax  re- 
ceipts. Last  year  the  Council  author- 
ised tho  borrowing  of  11.000,000,  but 
took  only  |750,S00  from  the  bank,  aa 
that  amount  was  found  sufficient, 
through  curtailment  of  certain  outlays, 
to  meet  all  requirements  until  the  time 
when  the  taxes  fell  duo  la  the  Kail. 

Some  discussion  occurred  over  tho 
fact  that  the  rate  of  Interest  fixed  in 
the  by-law  was  6  per  cant.  Alderman 
Bell  urging  that  tho  measure  should 
read  "not  more  than  6  per  cent,"  bis 
opinion  being  that  perhaps  a  lower 
rate  could  be  secured. 

Tho  city  comptroller  explained  that 
such  a  course  waa  followed  last  year, 
but  it  waa  then  pointed  out  by  the 
bank's  solicitor  that  tho  statute  re- 
quired a  definite  rate  to  be  fixed  and 
that  such  rate  had  been  fixed  at  •  per 
cent.  , 

Alderman  Bell  took  the  comptroller's 
explanation  to  moan  that  the  bank's 
solicitor  had  fixed  the  rate,  and  he  de- 
clared: "Our  solicitor,  perhaps,  knows 
as  much  as  the  bank'a  solicitor,  and 
this  Council  as  much  as  a  bank  man- 
ager." 

City  Comptroller  R&ymur  explained 
that  the  city  solicitor  last  year  also 
had  advised  the  fixed  rata  must  be 
stated,  as  the  statute  called  for  It,  and 
it  waa  not  a  case  of  action  being  forced 
upon  the  Council  by  the  bank 
solicitor.  The  Interest  rate  would  bo 
only  charged  upon  money  actually  bor- 
rowed aa  from  the  data  the  payments 
were  made  to  the  city. 

Stete  Seduction 

Alderman  Porter  suggested  that  some 
reduction  in  the  rate  might  bo  secured, 
and  it  was  decided  to  see  the  bank  with 
that  end  in  view.  The  measure  will  bo 
finally  passed  at  the  next  meeting  of 
the  Council,  when  any  change  In  rate, 
ahould  a  reduction  be  agreed  to  by  the 
bank,  can  be  made. 

Tho  deadlock  between  Saanlch  and 
Oak  Bay  relative  to  the  charge  Which 
tho  latter  la  seeking  to  make  the  former 
pay  before  Saanlch  can  connect  with 
the  northwest  sewer  system  running 
through  Oak  Bay,  was  accentuated  by  a 
communication  from  Messrs.  Bodwell 
A  Lawson,  solicitors  for  Oak  Bay,  to 
the  effect  that  that  municipality  will 
not  permit  Saanlch  to  use  the  sewer 
until  /'some  satisfactory  arrangement" 
has  been  come  to  between  the  two 
municipalities.  The  matter  was  recent- 
ly discussed  at  a  Joint  meeting  of 
representatives  of  the  three  munici- 
palities. Oak  Bay  demands  payment  by 
Saanlch  of  St>,780  on  the  ground  that 
when  the  sewer  was  built  it  waa  made 
larger  than  required  with  a  view  to  ac- 
commodating baanlch  when  the  latter 
saw  fit  to  connect  with  it.  Saanlch 
claims  no  such  arrangement  was  made 
or  understood  and  that  when  the  city 
paid  Oak  Bay  165,000  as  part  of  the  cost 
'  of  making  a  sewer  large  enough  to  ac- 
!  commodate  the  city's  drainage  It  was 
perfectly  well  understood  that  the  por- 
!  tlon  of  Saanlch  to  be  drained  was  In- 
|  eluded.  Saanlch  then  agreed  to  pay 
the  city  122,000  and  the  city  constructed 
Its  portion  of  tho  sewer  with  the  ob- 
ject In  view  of  ultimately  accommo- 
dating Saanlch  and  the  city's  contribu- 
tion to  Oak  Bay  also  Included  that  con- 
tingency. 

wotting  in  Writing 

Unfortunately  when  the  arrangements 
were  made  four  years  ago  no  definite 
agreement  won  entered  Into  and  now 
there  la  no  trace  of  any  document  In- 
dicating what  the  arrangement  really 
was.  A  draft  agreement  between  the 
three  municipalities  waa  prepared  last 
year,  but  never  signed. 

Alderman  Todd  suggested  an  arbitra- 
tion, but  it  was  pointed  out  that  at  the 
recent  Joint  meeting  Saanlch  and  Oak 
Bay  both  refused  point  blank  to  enter 
Into  any  auch  negotiations. 

The  matter  was  tabled  by  {he  Council 
for  the  time  being. 

Tenders  for  towing  garbage  out  to 
nea  were  opened  and  referred  to  the 
sanitary  committee  and  engineer  to  re- 
port. The  bids  were:  Captain  Berqulst, 
|3S0  per  month,  or  SS.48  per  trip  If  the 
city  supplied  the  acows;  Captain 
Gardiner,  IS00  per  month,  or  S3. 25  per 
trip. 

A  number  of  matters  referred  by  the 
old  hoard  to  the  Incoming  Council,  not- 
ably the  estimates  of  expenditures 
and  the  assessment  roll,  were  tabled 
for  future  consideration.

These  five  men  located  their  places 
at  what  waa  then  known  as  the  Forka 
and  teak  in  ail  of  the  land  on  the  floor 
of  the  valley  for  a  considerable  dis- 
tance above  and  below  where  the  Nicola 
and  Cold  water  rivers  come  together. 
Merrltt  now  stands  upon  portions  of 
four  of  these  ranches. 

These  men  engaged  in  the  cattle  busi- 
ness and  prospered.  With  the  discov- 
ery of  the  Nicola  Valley  coal  seams  and 
their  subsequent  development,  and  the 
plotting  of  the  town  of  Merrltt.  their 
properties    became    very   valuable.

In  order  to  get  first-hand  information 
relative  to  the  needs  and  requirements 
of  the  various  districts,  to  the  end  that 
the  necessary  appropriations  for  pub- 
lic works  may  be  made  at  the  forth- 
coming seaalon  of  the  Legislature,  the 
Hon.  C.  K.  Tisdall.  Minister  of  Public 
Works,  leaves  today  for  an  extensive 
tour  of  the  northern  interior  of  the 
Province. 

The  minister  goes  direct  to  Prime 
Rupert,  where  he  will  be  Joined  by  the 
Hon.  Wm.  Maneon,  preaident  of  the 
council,  and  will  thence  proceed  via 
the  Grand  Trunk  Pacific  to  Haselton. 
Here  a  stop  will  bo  made  to  meet  the 
residents  of  that  section  and  ascertain 
the  requirements  of  the  district.  Stops 
will  next  be  made  at  Vanderhoof  and 
Prince  George,  and  when  this  visit  has 
been  concluded  the  next  objective  point 
will  be  Monte  Creek.  The  ministers 
wllf  return  south  via  the  Canadian 
Northern  Pacific  railway,  and  at  Kam- 
loops confer  with  Premier  Bowser, 
their  arrival  at  Kamloops  coinciding 
with  a  meeting  of  the  cabinet  there, 
when  all  the  members  of  the  Govern- 
ment will  be  present.  From  Kamlopos 
Mr.  Tisdall  will  probably  make  a  tour 
of  the  Kootenay  and  Boundary  coun- 
tries before  returning  to  Victoria. 

Speaking  yesterday  of  the  object  of 
his  tour  through  the  Interior  at  this 
time.  Mr.  Tisdall  said:  "Mr.  Bowser, 
feels,  and  I  thoroughly  agree  with  him. 
that  it  le  vital  to  the  good  government 
of  the  country  that  the  minister  of  the 
department  over  which  I  have  the  hon- 
or to  preside  should  have  first-hand  In- 
formation as  to  the  needs  and  require- 
ments of  the  rapidly-developing  North- 
ern Interior,  so  that  we  may  Intelli- 
gently take  up  the  question  of  the  ap- 
propriations for  public  works  in  1916. 
Changing    Conditions 

"I  am  fairly  familiar  with  the  por- 
tion of  the  Province  which  I  intend 
visiting  In  the  next  ten  days  or  so,  but 
conditions  in  the  new  areas  in  the  North 
change  ao  rapidly,  add  there  Is  such  cer- 
tainty of  a  large  influx  of  immigrants 
in  the  Spring,  that  appropriations  baaed 
on  previous  knowledge  would  neces- 
sarily be  faulty.  I  shall  have  the  bene- 
fit of  Mr.  Maneon'B  experience  and  it 
will  prove  very  valuable  to  me.  for  he 
ia  thoroughly  familiar  with  conditions 
In  tho  Prince  Rupert  and  Haxalton  dis- 
tricts. 

"The  quesUon  of,  adequate  transpor- 
tation facilities  for  the  settler,  the 
miner  and  the  prospector  will  receive 
my  earnest  attention.  A  vast  new  land 
has  been  opened  up  by  the  Grand 
Trunk  Pacific  in  the  section,  between 
Prince  Rupert  and  Prince  George,  but 
there  le  an  urgent  need  for  more  roads, 
trails  and  bridges,  so  that  the  settlers 
who  have  gone  Into  the  fertile  valleys 
may  not  be  handicapped  In  the  matter 
of  getting   their   produce  to  market. 

"Premier  Bowser  is  anxious,  that  full 
Information  should  be  at  the  disposal 
of  the  Government  on  this  point  prior 
to  the  session  of  the  Legislature,  as 
we  feel  that  the  present  year  will  prove 
a  very  critical  and  important  one  In  the 
matter  of  settlement.  All  reports 
which  reach  aa  agree  that-  we  may  an- 
ticipate a  big  Influx  of  peoplo  after  the 
war  has  been  brought  to  n  close,  so 
our  appropriations  for  public  works — 
especially  roads,  trails  and  bridges— 
In  the  sections  of  country  which  will 
prove  attractive  to  the  settler,  must 
this  year  be  on  a  scale  commensurate 
with  a  recognition   of  that  possibility.''

Former  City  Solicitor  Passes 
Away  at  St.  Joseph's  Hos- 
pital on  Sunday — Was  Well 
Known  in  Legal  Circles. 


Mr.  John  Pldsley  Munn.  a  well-known 
member  of  Victoria's  legal  fraternity, 
•vho  formerly  occupied  the  office  of 
city  solicitor,  passed  away  on  Sunday 
morning  ht  St.  Joseph  s  hospital.  Weak- 
ness of  the  heart  and  consequent  kid- 
ney trouble  are  given  as  the  cause  of 
l>ia  untimely   demise. 

Tho  late  Mr.  Mann  was  a  native  of 
Devonshire,  and  was  la  his  83rd  year. 
He  came  to  Victoria  In  1899.  and  waa 
i-miiaging  clerk  to  the  late  Mr.  J.  M. 
Urudburn,  who  waa  at  the  time  solicitor 
to  the  city  of  Victoria.  Mr.  Bradburn 
went  to  Sydney.  New  South  Wnlee.  in 
1904.  where  he  since  died.  Mr.  C.  Du- 
bois Mason  became  city  solicitor  short- 
ly after  Mr.  Bradburn's  departure,  and 
M,  Mann  acted  as  his  assistant.  In 
1'jU7  they'  entered  into  partnership  as 
Messrs.  Mason  sc  Mann,  and  remained 
partners  until  Mr.  Mann's  death.  They 
were  solicitors  to  the  city  for  many 
years,  and  at  the  time  of  the  fire 
which  destroyed  the  Five  Sisters  block, 
and  other  buildings,  several  civic  docu- 
ments were  destroyed  In  the  firm's  of- 
fice* '  , 

Mr.  Mann  had  been  111  for  a  number 
of  mouths,  and  during  the  past  month 
was  unconscious  most  of  the  time.  He 
entered    the    hospital    last   November. 

He  is  survived  by  a  widow  and  two 
married  daughters,  resident  In  Eng- 
land, and  by  a  son.  Lewis,  who  lived 
with  him  here  for  two  years  before  re- 
turning to  England,  and  going  from 
thence  to  Sydney,  Australia.

How  far  back  now  aeema  the  story  of 
the  heroism. of  Sir  Percy  Scott  and  his 
brave  companions  who  laid  down  their 
Uvea  In  the  Antarctic.  And  yet,  who 
will  say  that  the  example  of  these  heroes 
has  .had  no  effect  on  the  men  who  to- 
day are  battling  against  fearful  odds 
on  roSny  battle  lines.  Scott  and  Oatea 
and  the  others  proclaimed  to  the  world 
that  British  •  hearts  were  as  brave  aa 
In  the  old  days  and  that  men  were  as 
ready  as  ever  to  sacrifice  their  Uvea 
if  they  might  save  others  or  accom- 
plish the  errand  on  which  they  were 
sent  forth. 

It  will  be  remembered  that  Sir  Percy 
Scott  left  to  his  country  the  duty  of 
providing  for  hie  family.  Today  hla 
wife  la  proving  her  gratitude  to  the 
nation.  Like  many  othera  who  might 
dwell  at  -ease  In  their  own  homea  she 
has  answered  the  call  of  the  Minister 
of  Munitions  und  Is  busy  helping  to 
supply  that  vast  atore  that  is  being  pre- 
pared for  the  use  of  the  men  at  the 
front 

That  these '  factories  are  marks  for 
the  aircraft  of  the  enemy  will  not 
daunt  the  woman  who  la  proving  her- 
self worthy  of  the  husband  who  was 
one  of  .the .  first  to  ahow  that  English- 
men of  the  twentieth  century  are  worthy 
of  their  ancestry. 


Work. 

Since  the  war  began  the  women  of 
England  and  Scotland  have  accomplish- 
ed wonders,  but  perhaps  nothing  will 
be  productive  of  more  lasting  good  than 
that  carried  on  for  young  girls  under 
the  auspices  of  the  National  Union  of 
Woman  Workers 

Scarcely  had  the  men,  called  to  the 
colors,  begun  to  assemble  at  the  camps 
throughout  Oreat  Britain  than  an  out- 
cry a'rose  against  both  the  girls  of  the 
country  and  the  men  whose  duty  It  was 
to  defend  it.  Stories  were  maliciously 
or  carelessly  spread  which  resulted  In 
statements  since  proved  to  have  been 
false. 

Por  their  sakes  as  well  as  to  pre- 
vent other  evils,  this  body,  in  whose 
ranks  were  enrolled  some  of  the  wisest 
women  of  the  country,  dared  to  take 
a  very  different  step.  With  the  consent 
of  the  War  Office  and  of  the  civil  au- 
thorities, the  Women  Patrol  service  was 
organised.  A  body  of  volunteers,  now 
3,000  strong,  was  enrolled  who  should 
go  about  the  streets  and  public  places 
at  the  recruiting  stations  and  towns 
near  military  camps  in  order  to  advise 
and  help  the  girls  and  to  prevent  dis- 
order^ 

The  greatest  care  waa  taken  In  the 
selection  of  the  patrols,  many  of  whom 
were  mothers,  with  daughtera  of  their 
own,  and  all  had  tact  and  some  experi- 
ence In-  dealing,  with  girls.  These  pa- 
trols were  neither  detectives  bent  on 
discovering  evil  doers,  nor  police  wo- 
men to  bring  wrong  doers  to  Justice 
Their  work  was  entirely  preventive  and 
protective. 

They  soon  discovered  that  It  was  of 
little  use  to  advise  girts  not  to  stand 
on  the  streeta  talking  to  the  soldiers 
unless  they  provided  some  place  where 
good  girls  could  meet  those  among 
them  who  were  their  friends  or  sweet- 
hearts. Accordingly,  clubs  were  opened 
where,  under  kind  but  strict  supervision, 
pleasant  evenings  might  be  apent.  There 
were  other  clubs  where  the  girls  could 
spend  their  spare  time  In  working  for 
the  hospitals  or  In  self-improvement

Ladles'  Field  gives  a  very  clear  de- 
scription Of  the  organization  and  the 
methods  pursued: 

"About  twenty-six  paid  oiganlsers  are 
employed,  who  devote  their  whole  tiniu 
to  the  work.  They  are  sent  down  to 
assist  local  committees  and  to  train 
patrols. 

"When  well  in  training,  and  the  or- 
ganiser considers  the  local  ccmmlttoe 
can  pursue  any  further  work  on  the 
strictly  laid  down  lives,  she  helps  to 
choose  a  patrol  leader  mil  departs  for 
nnotber  centre.  Where  a  great  many 
centres  are  In  close  touch  with  each 
other,  an  organiser  remains  in  perman- 
ent charge,  and  advises  the  Ciffcretit 
pairf-l  leaders  about  their  work. 

•Tin-  women  patrols  are  voluntary 
woofers.  They  are  drawn  from  all  sec- 
tion.: cf  rcclety.  The  women  of  leieure 
probably  rntrols  In  comp*D>  witn  a 
worker  who  sacrifices  her  hour*  of  rest 
for  the  chince  to  help  their  fellow  crea- 
tive. Not  every  woman  is  fitted  for 
this  work.  Though  enthusiasm  Is  In- 
dispensable, tact  and  sympathy  and 
some  experience  are  necessary  in  deal- 
ing with  girls  are  necessary. 

"The  women  patrols  go  about  In 
couples,  and  their  patrolling  ia  done 
near  campa  or  In  the  streets  where  men 
congregate  when  they  are  off  duty.  By 
now  the  splendid  work  unobtrusively 
achieved  by  the  patrols  earns  them 
recognition  and  respect  from  men  and 
from  the  glrla  alike.  Often  their  mere 
presence  will  -help  to  preserve  order. 
They  will  approach  the  glrla  aa  friend), 
will  talk  to  them,  and  Invite  them  to  4 
club  In  the  neighborhood  which  Is  work- 
ing for  the  benefit  of  girls.  Mixed 
clubs,  where  girls  may  bring  their  sol- 
dier friends,  are  much  appreciated  T*ia 
most  careful  vigilance  and  supervision 
are  necessary,  and  success  Invariably 
follows  such  devoted  work.  .  .  .  The 
work  is  approved  by  the  War  Office, 
the  Home  Office,  the  Admiralty,  the 
Commissioner  of  Police,  the  command- 
ing officers  in  military  centres,  minis- 
ters of  religion  of  all  denominations, 
and  by  the  police  wherever  patrols  are 
working.  In  Scotland  and  In  Ireland 
all  the  prominent  officials  gladly  wel- 
come the  beneficial  work  of  women 
patrols." 

It  is  a  great  testimony  to  the  value 
of  the  services  of  the  patrols  that  so 
conservative  a  man  aa  Mr.  Arthur  Bal- 
four, First  Lord  of  the  Admiralty, 
should  have  endoraed  their  work  heart- 
ily, and  should  have  expressed  the  de- 
sire that  It  could  be  extended  to  all  the 
Important  naval  stations  of  the  King- 
dom. The.  honorary  secretary  of  the 
Women's  Patrol  Committee  Is  Mrs.  c. 
C.  Carden,  and  her  words  and  example 
are  said  to  have  done  much  to  make 
the  movement  the  success  it  has  proved. 

It  shouM  be  added  that  though  the 
patrols  wear  no  uniform,  they  are 
known  by  a  badge  on  the  arm,  and  carry 
a  signed  card  which  entitle  a  patrol  to 
the  protection  of  the  police  and  their 
assistance  when  necessary.  While  this 
la  war  work  many  agree  with  Sir  Ed- 
ward Henry,  who  said  at  a  Mansion 
House  meeting-:  "I  venture  to  hope 
that  It  will  not  cease  with  the  war,  as 
the  need  for  this  kind  of  work  will 
always  be  present." 


Aa  Experiment. 

The  energies  of  most  teachers  are 
devoted  to  the  prevention  of  Intercourse 
among  their  pupils.  Under  all  sorts  of 
pains  and  penalties  students  are  for- 
bidden to  help  each  other.  No  matter 
how  clearly  a  pupil  may  see  the  mis- 
understanding that  often  arlsea  between 
even  an  able  teacher  and  her  pupil,  it 
would  be  a  crime  to  make  the  sugges- 
tion that  would  clear  away  the  diffi- 
culty. "Copying''  and  "telling"  are  mis- 
demeanors and  are  allied  to  theft,  so 
the  teachers  aay,  and  so  many  children 
believe.  That  there  Is  room  in  school 
for  real  help  la  seldom  conceded,  and 
•  spirit  Of  selfishness  Is  cultivated 
which  Is  not  left  behind  when  the  young 
people  go  out  Into  the  world. 

In  the  college  of  engineering  in  Ohio 
a  new  plan  Is  being  tried.  The  seniors 
are  set  to  help  the  freshmen  solve  the 
problems  they  meet  with  in  the  shops. 
In  their  turn  the  freshmen  ask  the  sen- 
iors concerning  field  and  shop  matters 
that  are  not  clear  to  them.  The  rule 
Is  for  one  senior  to  take  charge  of  three 
or  four  freshmen.  It  la  not  surprising 
to  learn  that  this  natural  plan  Is  giv- 
ing both  pleasure  and  profit  to  all  con- 
cerned 


There  ia  In  the  minds  of  many  people 
confusion  between  the  Amnion  Klver 
In  South  America  and  those  strange 
women  known  aa  the  Amazon*.

Scythlaas.  Hare  the  Assesses,  leading 
from  the  vessels,  marches'  to  the  Inhab- 
ited parts  an*  setae*  the  first  hard  af 
horses  they  haaniaiS  to  fall  In  with 
and  moan  ting  them  plana  egad  the  land 
of   the   Scythtaaa."

Heaviest  Rains  in  Months  En- 
countered by  Canada  Maru 
— Gales  Battered  Ship  for 
Sixteen  Days, 


Fresh  variable  galea  and  incessant 
rain*  marked  the  nrst  stages  of  the 
transpacific  voyage  Of  the  Osaka  Sho- 
mto  If  wish*  liner  Canada  Maru,  In  port 
yesterday  after  a  passage  of  seventeen 
daya  from  Yokohama.  On  the  ftrst  day 
oat  a  veritable  deluge  descended  on  the 
liner  accompanied  by  a  freak  southwest 
gale  which  remained  with  the  "hip  for 
the  greater  part  of  the  day.  Captain 
Hurega  and  .his  officers  say  the  down- 
pour was  the  heaviest  they  have  seen 
in  many  months.  On  the  following 
day  the  wind  freshened  to  a  N.B.  gals, 
the  heavy  seas  breaking  over  the  fore* 
castle  head  and  flooding  the  forward 
well  dock  continuously.  The  barometer 
continued  to  fall  rapidly  and  for  the 
uaxt  few  days  the  gales  raged  from 
the  N.E.  quarter.  After  crossing  the 
meridian  the  stormy  weather  abated 
and  the  remainder  of  the  voyage  was 
negotiated  In  comparatively  smooth 
seas. 

When  the  Canada  Maru  had  crossed 
the  line,  however,  considerable  fog  was 
encountered. 

Stormy  weather  was  also  encounter- 
ed by  the  liner  during  her  voyage  from 
Hongkong  to ,  Yokohama.  the  vessel 
skirting  the  tall  of  a  typhoon  between 
Manila  and  Moji. 

.    atsi  Continuous   Galea    . 

Terrible  weather  kept  the  Canada 
Maru  company  on  her  last  outward 
trip  from  this  port.  For  sixteen  days 
the  liner  bucked  head  Kales  contlnu- 
ffgpflv  and  aha  wag  twenty-four,  days  In 
completing  the  run  from  Victoria  to 
Yokohama,  being  eight  days  behind 
schedule  in  making  the  Japanese  port. 
Her  coal  supply  was  running  short,  and 
Captain  Surega  was  forced  to  put  into 
the  Japanese  coaling  port  of  Kushtro 
to  replenish  his  ship'*  depleted  bunkers. 

Host  chocks,  steam  pipes  and  deck  fit- 
tings were  carried  away  l>y  the  heavy 
*eas  which  kept  Hooding  her  decks,  but 
no  serious  damage  was  sustained.  Re- 
pairs were  made  at  Kobe  am'  Hong- 
kong. 

Discharged  Big  Cargo  Here 

Of  the  6,000  tons  of  Oriental  cargo 
brought  in  this  trip  by  the  Canada 
Maru,  838  tons  were  discharged  at  Vic- 
toria, while  817  tons  were  consigned  to 
Vancouver,  1,053  tnii*  to  Seattle,  and 
3,384  tons  to  Tacoma.  Her  raw  silk 
cargo  amounted  to  3,451  bales,  valued 
at  about  11,225,000.  Included  among 
the  cargo  discharged  at  this  port  was 
300  tons  optional.  Tne  largest  ship- 
ment put  off  here  was  18,000  mats  of 
rice. 

All  told  the  liner  brought  in  III  pas- 
sengers. Only  three  Japanese  steerage 
passengers  disembarked  here.  The 
through  passengers  Included  05  Rus- 
sians, hailing  from  Siberia  and  Central 
Russia,  who  are  bound  for  the  United 
States. 

The  Canada  Maru  left  here  early  lliin 
morning   for    Seattle   and   Tacoma.

Capt,  W,  H,  Logan  and  Master 
of  Stranded  Ship  Were  in 
Victoria  Yesterday  Con- 
ferring With  Underwriters, 


Halving  the  Japanese  freighter  Ken- 
kon Maru  No.  3  will  prove  a  difficult 
and  lengthy  undertaking,  according  to 
Captain  YV.  H.  Logan,  of  the  London 
Salvage  Association,  who,  accompanied 
•>y  Captain  Yamaguchl,  master  of  the 
stranded  steamer,  arrived  in  Victoria 
yesterday  morning  from  the  scene  of 
the  wreck.  A  conference  on  Insurance 
held  yesterday  at  the  local 
offices  of  the  B.C.  Salvage  Company,  at 
the  termination  of  which  Captain  Yama- 
guchl left  on  the  afternoon  C.P.R.  boat 
for  Seattle  to  confer  with  the  charter- 
ers, Messrs.  Prank  Waterhouse  A  Co. 

For  the  first  time  since  last  Wednes- 
day, when  the  Kenkon  Maru  piled  up 
on  Belle  Chain  Reef,  the  weather  mod- 
erated sufficiently  to  permit  the  Salvor 
to  get  alongside  and  put  a  wrecking 
crew  aboard  the  stranded  ship. 
Zs   Extensively   Damaged 

According  to  Captain  Logan,  a  pre- 
liminary survty  showed  that  the  Ken- 
kon Maru  had  been  badly  damaged  as 
a  result  of  the  battering  jtiie  end  ueen 
subjected  to  by  the  northerly  stormB 
that  have  been  prevalent  for  the  past 
week.  Captain  Logan  would  not  make 
any  prediction  with  regard  to  the  prob- 
able time  that  would  be  occupied  in 
floating  the  steamer. 

■hip  mil  of  Water 

"She  Is  full  of  water,  fore  and  aft," 
said  Captain  Logan,  "and  before  there 
Is  any  prospect  of  floating  her  we  shall 
have  to  lighter  a  considerable  part  of 
the  cargo." 

For  the  purpose  of  lightering  the 
cargo  a  number  of  scowr  are  at  the 
scene  of  the  wreck.  These  will  bo 
lashed  alongside  the  Kenkon  Maru  and 
'by  means  of  specially  rigged  tackle  the 
heavy  freight  will  be  transferred  as 
quickly  as  the  weather  will  permit.  The 
deck  load  Is  composed  of  steel  car- 
wheels,  while  In  the  1  olds  are  stowed 
other  sections  of  railroad  rolling  stock. 
There  is  nothing  In  the  cargo  that  will 
bo  seriously  damaged  by  contact  with 
salt  water.  The  ship  will  be  got  off  the 
rocks.  It  Is  Just  a  matter  of  time.  The 
weather  conditions  will  determine  the 
length  of  time  the  vessel  remains  in 
her  present  position.  Sho  has  withstood 
a  severe  battering  during  the  past  few 
days  and  Is  standing  up  well.  Captain 
Yamaguchl  admits  that  his  vessel  Is  In 
bad  shape,  but  he-  hopes  to  take  her  to 
sea  again. 

It  was  stated  by  Captain  Logan  that 
the  full  extent  of  the  damage  sustained 
by  the  steamer  will  not  be  known  until 
part  of  her  cargo  has  been  lightered  and 
the  divers  are  able  to  make  a  survey  of 
the  hull.  . 

Bottom  Badly  Moled 

Practically  the  whole  of  the  bottom 
has  been  buckled  and  punctured,  all  the 
holds  being -full  of  water.  When  the 
Kenkon  Maru  first  struck  her  forepeak 
filled.  The  gales  of  the  'past  week 
caused  her  to  bump  badly  on  the 
reefs,  causing  further  damage  to  the 
hull.  The  bulkheads  were  unable  to 
withstand  tbi  strain  and  the  holds, 
engine   room  and  stokehold  flooded. 

Seas  '  have  been  washing  right  over 
the"  stranded  ship  and  during  the  cold 
spell  her  decks  and  rigging  became 
sheathed  In  ice. 

The  salvors  are  hoping  for  moderate 
weather  so  that  the  cargo  can  be  dis- 
charged without  unnecessary  delay. 
When  sufficient  cargo  hns  been  removed 
and  the  extent  of  the  damage  ascer- 
tained, the  ealvors  will  set  hbout  patch- 
up  the  punctured  hull.  The  water  will 
then  he  pumped  out  of  the  vessel  by 
the  powerful  centrifugal  pumps  carried 
by  the  Salvor  and  the  vessel  floated 
from  the  rocks. 

The  repair  contract  will  be  an  ex- 
tensive one  and  will  most  probably  bo 
awarded  to  a  Victoria  shipyard.  The 
steamer  Alaskan,  which  is  maintained 
by  the  B.  C.  Salvage  Company  as  an 
auxiliary  vessel,  completely  fitted  with 
pumps  and  wrecking  gear,  left  here  on 
i  Sunday  In  command  of  Captain  T. 
Thompson,  mate  of  the  Salvor.  The 
Alaskan  will  assist  ths  Salvor  In  float- 
Ins  the  Kenkon.  Captain  Logan  Is  re- 
turning to  the  scene  of  the  wreck  Im- 
mediately, but  Captain  Yamaguchl  will 
remain  In  Seattle  for  several  days  The 
crew  of  the  Kenkon  are  all  ashore  and 
housed  near  the  ship.

At  Ottawa  they  were  accorded  a  royal 
reception  and  upon  their  arrival  there 
they  were  met  by  Col.  Winters,  spe- 
cially deputed  by  Sir  Sam  Hughes,  Min- 
ister of  Militia  and  Defence.  They  were 
guests  of  their  Royal  Highnesses  the 
Duko  and  Duchess  of  Connaught  at 
Rideau  Hall,  and  an  important  meeting 
of  the  Dominion  cabinet  adjourned  for 
half  an  hour  to  admit  the  visitors  to  the 
privy  council  chambers  to  meet  the  min- 
isterial heads  of  the  departments.  The 
purty  was  addressed  and  inspected  by 
Sir  Sam  Hughes  and  several  other  func- 
tions were  held  in  their  honor  during 
their  stay  at  the  capital. 

It  is  only  a  little  over  a  year  ago 
that  the  cadets  left  Australia,  and  upon 
their  return  several  of  them  will  enlist 
for  active  service  with  the  Australian 
Expeditionary  Force.  More  than  half  of 
them  are  too  young  to  be  accepted. 

Tomorrow,  they  will  be  the  guests  at 
a  luncheon  to  be  tendered  them  by  the 
Provincial  Government.  They  will  make 
their  departure  for  the  South  on  the 
Niagara,  which  is  scheduled  to  sail  this 
evening.

The  rihaudefl.uln  Chinots,  captured 
from  tho  Chinese  by  the  French,  la 
probably  the  earliest  type  of  machine 
gun  known,  according  to  a  writer  In 
"The  Scientific  American."  Those  who 
have  knowledge  of  the  Chinese  believe 
that  the  model  was  produced  some- 
where about  the  hegtnlng  of  tho  four- 
teenth century  It  consists  of  a,  very 
heavy  truck,  reinforced  with  Iron,  on 
which  are  mounted  four  iron  barrels, 
nine  feat  long.  Since  those  barrels 
ware  practically  stationary,  they  must 
have  been  used  for  a  volley  of  grape 
or  esse  shot  at  very  close  range. 

The  next  weapon  important  In  the 
development  of  machine  guns  was  the 
Danlah  nine-barrel  gunmountod  In  sets 
of  throe  on  a  two-wheeled  carriage. 
This  proved  of  great  value,  and  was 
effectlva  In  that  on*  aet  of  barrels 
could  always  be  held  In  rossrro.  while 
the  other  was  loaded.  It  waa  about 
this  time  that  Americans  startled  tho 
English  with  their  brona*  revolving 
cannon,  capable  of  firing  throe  onarge*. 
In  quick  succession.  This  gua  waa  very 
popular  la  tho  war  of  It  It,  aad  doubt., 
loss  waa  responsible  for  soon*  of  our 
sensational  a*e>  vlctorfeo. 

A  aatlsfactorgy  machine  gwa  waa  not 
found  until  brooch-loading  bad  h*en 
discovered.  In  ltd*.  Richard  Oetrlag 
produced  a  gwa  which  proved  saeet  «uc- 
eaoafnl  la  both  the  civil  and  tho  Span- 
lea  war*.  It  waa  distinctly  an  In- 
fantry typo  gua.  Tho  ken  karrst*  were 
aet  around  an  axis,  aad  Bred  he  turn  an 
the  revolving  meehanisea  operated  by  a 
break  brought  tbcea  hate  aaettloa.

Heesrvss — Referring  more  particu- 
larly to  the  statement  which  has  been 
presented  to  you  the  percentage  of 
Liquid  Assets  to  total  Liabilities  to 
the  public  amount  to  47.92  per  cent, 
as  compared  with  36.27  per  cent  last 
year. 

Profits — The  profits  for  the  year  were 
S62t.888.01.  This  is  $52,752.47  less  than 
the  previous  year,  which,  under  trying 
and  abnormal  conditions,  and  the 
maintaining  of  such  large  idle  reserves, 
must  be  regarded  as  satisfactory. 
They  have  been  sufficient  to  pay  tho 
usual  dividend  of  8  per  cent,  and  a

Cheques  on  Other  Banks  amounted 
to  $3,556,000,  being  $1,120,000  greater 
than  last  year. 

Investments — There  Is  little  change 
In  the  Bank's  Investments.  The  In- 
crease of  $115,000  represents  the  initial 
payment  on  the  Bank's  subscription  t.» 
Cnnada's  first  War  Loan  of  $100,000,000. 
The  amount  allotted  to  this  Bank  was 
$986,400,  which  has  since  been  fully 
paid   for. 

Call  and  Short  Loans— Call  and  Short 
Loans  In  Canada  are  $4,624,000  higher 
and  are  against  bonds  of  high  order. 

Currant  Loana  and  Diseaunts — Cur- 
rant Loans  and  Discounts  in  Canada 
have  been  reduced  by  $1,925,000. 

Total  Assets — The 'Total  Assets  of 
the  Bank  have  risen  to  the  large 
amount  of  $90,663,000  as  against 
$81,561,000  last  year,  an  Increase  of 
$9,100,000. 

General  Remarks — Enforced  liquida- 
tion has  been  In  progress  throughout 
Canada  for  the  past  two  years,  but 
the  strsln  has  been  lighter  than  was 
anticipated.  This  period  will  be  ex- 
tended until  normal  conditions  are 
resumed,  but  the  future  is  faced  with 
feelings  of  hopefulness  and  every  con- 
fidence. The  chief  factors  which  have 
contributed  to  this  lightening  of  our 
burdens  are  thrift,  strict  economy,  the 
lessening  of  expenditure  on  capital 
account,  balanoe  of  trade  with  ureal 
Britain  being  in  Canada's  favor  and 
bountiful    harvests. 

The  gratifying  results  of  the  past 
season's  crops  have  enabled  farmers 
to  liquidate  their  obligations  very 
largely,  and  every  encouragement  Is 
being  offered  by  Provincial  Govern- 
ments In  Western  Canada  to  go  mora 
extensively   Into  mixed   farming. 

Staff — It  will  be  of  interest  to  our 
Shareholders  to  know  that  315  mem- 
bers of  our  staff  have  volunteered  for 
overseas  military  duty,  of  these,  we 
regret  to  announce,  nine  have  been 
killed  In  action,  and  to  their  sorrowing 
relatives  our  sympathy  Is  extended;  21 
have  been  wounded  and  28S  sre  still 
on  sctlve  service.

Ministers  Deal  With  Business 
Problems  —  Shipbuilding, 
Mining  Industry  and  P.  G.  E. 
Railway  Among  Topics,

Club  ballroom.  Excellent  addresses 
were  delivered  by  the  Hon.  A.  C. 
(•'turner  felt.  Minister  of  Flnaaoo;  the 
lion.  Lome  A.  Campbell.  Minister  of 
Mines,  and  the  Hon.  C  E.  Tladall.  Min- 
ister of  Public  Works. 

Mr.  Vlumerfclt  dealt  with  the  posi- 
tion of  British  Columbia  In  connection 
with  the  need  of  a  merchant  marine. 
Mr.  Campbell  outlined  the  leading  fea- 
tures of  a  now  policy  towards  the  min- 
ing industry,  and  Mr.  Tladall  spoke  of 
some  constructive  features  In  the  pro- 
gramme of  the  now  Government,  with 
special  reference  to  the  completion  of 
the  Pacific  Great  Eastern  Railway  and 
the  tapping  of  the  rich  Peace  River 
section  of  the  Province. 

The  large  ball  waa  comfortably  filled, 
and  marked  enthusiasm  characterised 
the  whole  proceedings.  Mr.  C  K.  Court- 
ney, the  president  of  Ward  Four  As- 
sociation occupied  the  chair,  and  pres- 
ent with  him  on  the  platform  were,  be- 
sides the  ministers  mentioned:  Mr.  H. 
B.  Thomson,  M.  P  P.:  Mr.  R.  H.  Pooley, 
M.  P.  P.;  Mr.  Stewart  Williams.  Mr.  R. 
W.  Parry,  Mr.  H.  F.  W.  Behnsen.  M.  P. 
1'.;  Mr.  W.  Blakemore,  Mr.  J.  M.  Hughes, 
secretary,  and  Mr.  Reginald  Hayward. 
president  of  the  Central  Conservative 
Association. 

After  sn  excellent  Introductory  speech 
by  Mr.  Thomson,  Mr.  Flumerfelt  was 
called  upon,  and  the  Minister  of  Finance 
delivered  a  most  instructive  address. 


"Borne  evenings  ago,"  he  said,  "I  mode 
reference  to  the  prosperity  that  was 
evidenced  in  the  other  Provinces  of 
the  Dominion,  but  which  was  not  so 
markedly  observable  within  the  confines 
of  British  Columbia.  Let  us  analyse 
why  this*  is  a  fact: 

"In  the  first  place  the  manufacturing 
Provinces— east  of  the  Great  Lakes — 
are  supplying  and  manufacturing  ma- 
terials and  articles  in  many  and  varied 
forms. 

"The  Northwest  Province*,  via,  Man- 
itoba, Saskatchewan  and  Alberta,  are 
easily  the  most  attractive,  from  an  ag- 
ricultural standpoint,  perhaps  of  any 
part  of  the  world;  where  a  man  can  take 
'  up  a  section  and.  If  Industrious,  produce 
a  crop  within  a  very  few  months. 

"We  lii  British  Columbia  have  a  dif- 
ferent sot  of  conditions  to  deal  with, 
uifnoultles  inherent  by  reason  of  our 
geographical  situation  and  the  general 
contour  of  our  country.  Any  product 
or  article  that  we  have  for  sale  must 
host  heavy  transportation  charges  to 
get  to  the  central  markets  of  the  world, 
which  immediately  handicaps  such  prod- 
ucts to  the  extent  that  the  freight  rate 
bears  to  the  more  fortunately  situated 
competitors. 

"The  capital  Invested  In  the  whole 
of  Canada,  In  productive  Industries, 
amounts  to- $17*  per  head,  according  to 
the  census  returns  of  1911.  This  has 
wince  been  materially  Increased. *  The 
capital  par  head  of  population  in  Brit- 
ish Columbia  amounts  to  $812. 

"Notwithstanding  the  criticism  about 
British  Columbia's  lack  of  production 
<>r>  slowness  In  rate  of  production,  the 
census  returns  show  that  the  percentage 
of  increase  for  British  Columbia  In  ten 
years  Was  1.330.64.  the  next  highest 
being  Saskatchewan,  being  S71.CS  (the 
latter  being,  of  course,  almost  wholly 
agricultural).  Ontario's  percentage  of 
Increase  for  the  same  period  was  only 
140  per  cent.  The  statistics  of  produc- 
tion for  British  Columbia,  as  carefully 
compiled  In  1013,  for  agriculture,  min- 
ing, flatting  and  Umber,  was  $101,600,- 
ooo,  which  does  not  Include  the  output 
of  factories,  outside  of  canneries,  lum- 
ber mills  and  pulp  and  paper.  A  simi- 
lar comparison  for  the  same  year  will 
show  that  British  Columbia's  produc- 
tion for  that  year,  which  was  the  big 
year  for  British  Columbia,  exceeded  con- 
siderably that  of  any  other  Province 
per  head.  . 


"British  Columbia  possesses  great 
possibilities.  The  men  engaged  In  the 
various  Industries  sre  perhaps  the  equal 
la  abiUty  and  Intelligence  of  any  sim- 
ilar number  of  man  in  sny  country,  but 
have  we  been  weakened  by  paying  too 
much  attention  to  our  local  conditions 
to  the  exclusion  of  the  larger  sad  great- 
er opportunities? 

"If  the  merchant,  manufacturer,  and 
producer  Is  alive  to  hi*  business.  It 
seems  to  mo  that  the  first  thought 
should  he  a  study  of  the  markets  to 
which  his  particular  commodity  can 
beat  bo  supplied.  Trade,  as  a  rule, 
floss  not  come  to  one's  door,  but  must 
bo  aggressively  sought,  and— may  I  ask 
— bow  much  effort  have  we  expended  in 
this  direction? 

"It  Is  gratifying  to  know  that  good 
results  are  flowing  In  from  the  efforts 
of  Mr.  MacMlllaa,  who  is  touring  the 
world  la  the  interests  of  British  Co- 
lumbia lumber,  but  his  good  work  will 
be  of  no  avail  unless  and  until  we  have 
some  kind  of  merchant  marine,  making 
British  Columbia  the  home  port  of  these 
vessels  and  returning  to  British  Co- 
lumbia after  delivery  of  their  cargoes. 
In  order  that  more  or  less  regulalty  of 
shipment  may  be  experienced. 

"Now,  assuming  that  our  mills  are 
operating  to  reasonable  capacity,  and 
say  100.000,000  feet,  in  addition  to  the 
lumber  already  produced,  could  be 
shipped  foreign  This  would  cost, 
rcughly,  loaded,  $14  per  1,000  feet,  rep- 
resenting an  expenditure  by  the  mills 
ot  SLeM.OOt  within  twelve  months.  A 
great  portion  of  this  would  be  for  la- 
bor, but  the  whole  of  it  would  be  dis- 
tributed in  the  trade  channels  of  our 
Province.  The  Coast  sawmills  of  our 
Province  by  themselves  could  produce 
1,500,000  feet  of  lumber  per  year  if  they 
were  running  to  full  oapaclay.  Nearly 
half  pf  this  great  capacity  has  been 
Idle;  the  investment  In  it  unproductive. 
Not  even  a  fourteenth  of  the  actual  cut 
has  been  exported.  Instead  of  shipping 
only  40.000,000  to  50,000,000  feet  a  year 
to  all  the  overseas  market  combined,  us 
wo  do  at  present,  Australia  alone  uuuld- 
take  double  that  quantity  from  us,  and 
still  give  but  a  moderate  share  of  her 
The  effect  on  all  Industries,  all  prod- 
ucts, the  value  of  land,  would 'make  It 
possible  for  every  man  who  Is  capable 
of  working  to  find  some  kind  of  em- 
ployment This  would.  In  my  opinion, 
tend  to  bring  about  very  much  Im- 
proved  conditions. 

rrospeets  of  Trade 
"By  securing,  sny  15  vessels — whe- 
ther these  should  be"  steamers  or  sail- 
ers with  auxiliary  power  Is  a  matter 
now  being  vigorously  discussed— the 
Province  could  ship  anywhere  up  to 
100  million  feet  a  year  and  so  put  In 
circulation  here  more  than  a  million 
dollars  yearly  that  now  goes  to  our 
competitors  In  the  Western  States. 
Furthermore,  even  taking  the  low 
freight  rates  prevailing  before  the  war, 
more  than  another  million  would  be 
earned  in  freight  each  year  by  these 
British  Columbian  vessels  and  be  dis- 
tributed in  every  channel  of  Provin- 
cial trade.  A  permanent  addition  of 
this  nature  to  our  export  trade — and 
it  would  be  permanent,  for  there  is  no 
fluctuation  in  this  demand— would  in 
Itself  exert  a  revlvlrjg  Influence  on 
business  conditions  here.  Far  more 
than  that — It  would  establish  new  cur- 
rents of  trade,  attracting  further  ship- 
ping and  Inaugurating  a  movement  of 
trade  expansion  ,to  Insure  the  full  de- 
velopment of  our  resources  and  estab- 
lish the  commercial  future  of  our 
ports.  Was  It  not  upon  her  mercantile 
marine  that  England's  greatness  has 
been  built?  Here  today  in  British 
Columbia  the  same  conditions,  the 
same  needs,  are  forcing  us  to  advance 
along  the  same  line  of  progress  and  to 
insure  our  commercial  future  by  the' 
establishment  of  a  mercantile/  marine. 

"If  it  can  be  shown  that  private 
capital  cannot  be  induced  or  secured 
for  such  an  undertaking,  how  extensive 
and  In  what  specific  form  Government 
aid  should  take,  ought  to  be  finally  de- 
termined only  after  the  most  careful 
and  exhaustive  Investigations. 

"I  hope  and  trust  that  whatever  de- 
cision Is  Anally  reached  we  shall  be 
guided  by  conservative  and  business- 
like principles  and  thereby  create  and 
maintain  a  first  place  for  British  Col- 
umbia vessels  among  the  peoples  of  the 
world." 

Mining  Industry 

Mr.  Campbell,  the  next  speaker,  con- 
flned  his  address  to  a  survey  of  the 
present  position  of  the  mining  industry 
of  the  Province,  and  gave  an  Indica- 
tion of  what  would  be  the  policy  of 
the  Government  to  further  Its  Inter- 
ests.     He   made^also  a  very    important 


reference  to  the  position  of  the  coal 
mining  Industry,  which  he  said  was 
languishing  mainly,  and  particularly  on 
Vancouver  Island,  as  a  result  of  the 
Introduction  of  fuel  oU.  It  would  be 
one  of  the  first  duties  of  the  Govern- 
ment to  look  into  the  matter  of  this 
competition  of  fuel  oil  and  to  see  If 
ways  could  not  be  devised  whereby  the 
position  of  tbs  coal  mines  could  be  Im- 
proved. The  minister  said  that  the  pre. 
llmlnary  investigations  which  he  had 
already  Instituted  led  him  to  believe 
that  the  railway  companies  which  had 
Introduced  oil  on  their  locomotives  had 
been  driven  to  this  action  through 
their  desire  to  improve  their  power 
facilities  In  order  to  compete  with  the 
Panama  canal.  They  had  first  reduced 
their  grades  and  curvatures  on  their 
roads,  and  then  endeavored  to  Increase 
the  traction  power  of  the  locomotives. 
They  put  on  very  large  engines,  at 
first  intending  to  use  two  firemen,  but 
this  was  found  lmpaactlcable,  and  they 
were  forced  to  use  oil.  He  had  made 
some  investigations,  and  had  found 
that  a  number  of  the  large  railways 
in  the  United  -States  were  using  slack 
coal,  which  was  pulverised  and  used 
much  In  the  same  way  as  oil,  and  he 
was  hopeful  that  the  Government  would 
be  able  to  take  such  steps  as  would 
result  in  the  Canadian  Railways  doing 
likewise,  and  thus  create  a  demand 
for  the  produce  of  the  coal  mines  once 
again.     Certainly  aTl   the  efforts  of   the 


Government  would  be  exerted  In  that 
direction,  for  it  was  vital  to  the  Em- 
pire that  In  time  of  war  the  great  coal 
mines  of  B.C.  should  be  kept  In  full 
productive  condition. 

Another  important  statement  made 
by  Mr.  Campbell  was  to  the  effect  that 
British  Columbia's  mineral  resources 
were  proving  a  real  Imperal  as- 
set to  the  Mother  Country/  in  the 
present  wsr.  The  minister  men- 
tioned In  this  connection  that  some 
short  time  ago  one  of  the  big 
mining  companies  in  the  Interior  had 
received  a  contract  from  the  War  Of- 
fice to  supply  25  tons  of  zinc  per  day 
at  16  cents  per  pound.  Previously  the 
Imperial  Government  had  been  com- 
pelled to  pay  27  cents  for  sine  of  an 
inferior  quality  In  the  United  States. 
Since  that  contract  had  been  made 
another  order  had  been  placed  with 
the*  same  firm  for  an  additional  25  tons 
per  day  making  50  tons  per  day  and, 
and  this  quantity  would  be  produced 
within  three  months'  time. 

Mr.  Campbell  asserted  that  as  yet 
the  mineral  resources  of  British 
Columbia  had  not  been  touched, 
and  he  was  very  confident  that 
the  high  prices  now  I  prevailing  for 
metals  would  result  In  so  stimulating 
the  Industry  and  giving  It  such  a  start 
and  favorable  position  In  the  markets 
of  the  world,  that  even  when  the  war 
was  over  It  would  be  able  to  maintain 
its  position  in  competition  with  the 
whole   world. 

Outlnes    Changss 

Mr.   Campbell   said,  in   part:   "Realiz- 


ing; and  it  Is  oqr  Intention  wherever 
possible  to  work  in  conjunction  with 
the  Dominion  Government,  and  by  de- 
grees get  out  a  classification  of  the 
rocks  in  the  different  mineral  bearing 
areas.  We  also  Intend  to  continue,  aa 
In  the  past,  to  supply  to  free  miners 
information  as  to  the  probable  values 
ot  ore  submitted,  and  the  most  eco- 
nomical methods  of  preparing  them  for 
the  buyer  or  smelter.  Also,  approxi- 
mate estimates  of  =o»t  of  Installation 
of  plants  will  be  supplied,  and  Informa- 
tion kept  on  file  as  to  the  best  manu- 
facturers of  sucb  machinery  and  plants, 
whom  he  can  refer  to  for  further  de- 
taila  and  specifications  and  cost. 
Publicity  Week 
"It  Is  also  the  Intention  of  our  de- 
partment that,  in  addition  to  getting 
out  the  annual  report.  Just  as  soon  as 
the  field  work  which  we  propose  start- 
ing Is  completed,  reports  will  follow 
from  time  to  time,  and  where  any  new 
area  is  examined  by  any  of  our  staff, 
sketch-maps  showing  the  nearest  trails 
and  other  available  information,  will  be 
prepared  and  distributed  through  our 
Government  offices  to  parties  wishing 
to  prospect  said  area. 

"In  view  of  the  fact  that  practically 
all  the  copper  ores  being  mined  In 
British  Columbia  are  refined  In  the 
United  States,  It  Is  our  Intention  to  In- 
vestigate with  a  view  to  establishing  two 
copper  refineries  In  this  province — one 
In  the  Interior  and  the  other  at  some 
suitable  Coast  point.  From  figures 
whicft  we  have  been  able  to  compile,  wa 


find  that,  on  the  basis  of  the  copper 
output  of  the  Province  for  the  years 
1913  and  1914.  and  the  estimated  out- 
put for  1015,  the  Interior  and  the  Coast 
would  each  supply  a  unit  of  refinery. 
The  establishment  of  these  two  refin- 
eries would  place  the  Dominion  In  the 
position  of  not  being  compelled  to  Im- 
port copper,  and  after  supplying  the 
home  demand,  the  unused  surplus  could, 
no  doubt,  be  taken  care  of  by  Great 
Britain.  In  the  establishing  of  a  re- 
finery on  the  Coast,  It  would  be  neces- 
sary to  operate  a  smelter  In  conjunction  | 
with  the  same,  and  we  are  of  the  opin- 
ion that  the  time  has  arrived  when  a 
sufficient  tonnage  of  custom  ore  can 
be  secured  for  the  operating  of  at  least 
one  stack,  and  thus  give  the  operators 
of  small  properties  competition  in  the 
treating  of  ores  produced  on  the  Can- 
adian side  of  the  line.  The  establish- 
ment of  these  refineries  would  also  be 
the  means  of  greatly  increasing  the 
wealth  of  our  Province,  as  at  present 
we  are  only  receiving  benefit  from  the 
labor  and  supplies  for  the  producing  of 
ores  mined  and  converted  Into  matte 
and  blister  copper,  while,  with  a  refin- 
ery in  operation  we  would  be  deriving 
the  benefit  of  the  total  values  pro- 
duced." 

Bailway  Volley

"Duo  to  the  Interest  taken  In  land  and 
timber  during  the  past  few  years,  we 
find  that  the  mining  Industry,  in  the 
way  of  opening  up  further  properties, 
has  been  entirely  overlooked,  but  no 
uoubt,  now  that  this  movement  in  land 
end  timber  has  passed  for  the  present, 
we  may  expect  that  capital  will  again 
look  Into  mining,  not  as  a  gamble,  as 
lu  the  earlier  days,  but  as  a  commer- 
cial Investment.  This  phase  of  the 
industry  has  beenn  brought  about  by 
the  fact  that  many  large  operating 
companies  situated  on  the  Coast  and  in 
the  Interior  have,  during  the  past  eight 
or  ten  years,  %een  able  to  accumulate 
profits  to  such  an  extent  that  they  wero 
al>l«  to  expand  and  open  up  paying 
properties  In  other  sections.  This  has 
put  the  mining  industry  In  a  very 
flourishing  condition,  and  the  Investor 
now  realises  that  In  the  employment  of 
capable  engineers  and  management,  he 
can  secure  In  many  sections  of  the 
mineral  bearing  areas  within  British 
Columbia  a  handsome  return  on  the 
money  Invested.  Therefore,  on  account 
of  the  high  prices  of  metafs,  and  with 
a  view  to  encouraging  the  opening  up 
of  new  areas  of  mineral-bearing 
ground,  we  shall  endeavor  to  bring  back. 
If  possible,  the  old  prospector,  who.  ap- 
parently, has  disappeared  for  reasons 
unknown.  If  we  fall  In  this  endeavor. 
It  is.  then,  our  Intention  to  take  up  with 
the  large  operating  companies  and  see 
as  to  whether  or  not  we  can  persuade 
them  to  put  more  engineers  fn  the  field 
and  make  examinations  of  the  many 
locations  with  a  view  of  Interesting 
capital   for  development. 

Geological  Survey 
"In  order  further  to  bring  mining 
opportunities  In  British  Columbia  to 
the  eyes  of  parties  Interested  In  the  de- 
velopment of  our  mineral  resources,  we 
intend  to  use  our  best  influence  with 
the  Dominion  Government  to  continue  the 
Keologlcal  survey  work  which  they  have 
undertaken  under  the  terms  of  Confed- 
eration, and  In  order  that  we  may  keep 
fully  In  touch  with  the  work  as  cur- 
ried on  by  tf*e  Dominion  Government  In 
this  particular  line.  It  Is  our  Intention 
to  Increase  our  field  staff  In  order  that 
we  may  obtain  field  reports  of  the  work 
carried  on  by  them  and  also  that  we 
may  be  In  a  position  to  advise  as  to  the 
locality  In  which  new  work  should  be 
started  In  this  particular  Una
